{dates and the smell of coffee and Ma- 
iling bacon. It is a true Southern 
boose; tho chimneys built outside, at 
either end, and all rather thrown than 
pat together. An astonishingly red- 
faced man. In shirt and trousers, comes 
to the door with a bell in his band and 
looks blankly at me before he rings.

Low 
fever, tho doctor said; and first Harry 
died, and then Johnny, and I know the 
rest wero going. And one day in '64 
—oh, I shall never forget!—a sailor 
came up tho path.

"Tho sailor fixed his eyes on her as

Ho 
spoko right on, and Tranny seemed to 
mako him, for with each word he 
seemed to stop, and with each word sho 
faced him, and said: 'Go on.' 
" And do yon know what it was? Not 


common shipwreck, not drowning, not 
anything that could ever give anybody 
a thought of comfort that ho was lying 
still and peaceful even if it must bo at 
tho bottom of the sea. No. They 
wero ready to come homo. Why they 
wanted to stop .at another island no ono 
could tell, but they had stopped, far 
out, and a boat gone ashore for fruit— 
Walter and five others. And those 
islanders wero not quite like the others. 
Thoy were there in ambush and rushed 
out upon thorn. Three got away. This 
man was one. Walter and tho other 
dashed into the waves and tried to 
reach the boat Tho air was full of 
their spears and arrows. They didn't 
get the boat, Tho savages had them, 
dead, wo know, for a club had crushed 
in Walter's skull. And then, from tho

I ain't your 
ekal—I don't look to bo—but I reckon 
I kin keep you comfortable.* 
" It didVt seem to mako any differ- 


once. I was stupid with troublo, and 
the noxt day I married him. He's a 
common man, and I was raised a lady. 
Ho drinks too much—you can see it 
plain—but thoro isn't a gentleman in 
Virginia—thero isn't ono in all tho 
South—that could bo kinder or more 
faithful. All my old life is dead. I am 
content hero. He mode this place for 
Tranny. 
He's always hoping she'll 


como out of it, and always planning 
some way to bring her out: Ho said 
this morning you looked somehow as if 
you could do somethin', on' I'd better 
tako you in. But you can't No ouo 
can but God, and His time seems slow.

lina woods, and dragging through tho 
long days in which small incident will 
ever come,, will hardly know, on this 
side, his own quality, though quite 
fixed, once for 'all, as to that of tho 
women for whom he cares.—Christian 
Union.

Vegetable Auiumb. 


What is an animal, and what n reg- 


etable? Most persons aro in tho habit 
olf thinking thorn entirely different, but 
who can draw tho line of distinction 
bet ween them? Cuvier, tho celebrated 
naturalist, thought that motion, tho 
power of moving about at will, was a 
faculty which animals had and which 
vegetables had not; yet tho spongci and 
corals of tho ocean aro composed of in- 
numerable animals which cannot change 
their places any more than cabbages 
can.

Thoro arc animals that have not mus- 
cles, or uorvcs.or mouths, or stomachs; 
yet they tnpvc, they:eat and they- digest. 
1'horo are tiu ponds plants so small that 
a teaspoon 'would hold thousands of 
them, which move almost with tho ra- 
pidity of lightning. Our microscopes aro 
not powortul enough to show us their 
organs of locomotion, but they undoubt- 
edly have them.

Animals feel. So cto plants; and it 


may bo that their sensibility is owing 
to thoir having a nervous system. Look 
at the mimosa pudica,or sensitive plant. 
Touch its loaves and they will immedi- 
ately close; at night they close of their 
own accord.

Animals sloop. So dr> plants. Many 


plants sleep at nlghf, and there arc some 
of nocturnal habits, like tho -owl of tKo; 
nniraal kingdom. ThcQlaut commonly, 
known oa the evening primrose pats 
forth its yellow flowers eat nightfall: 
"A tuft of evening primroses; 
^ 
per which tho wind iimy riovortill tt dozes, 
O or which It well mlffht tnko a plonaimt sloop, 
B"<- la over startled by tho lenp ; 
Of buda Into rlpo llowers." 


Animals eat and drink. Plants oat 


and drink, too, and somo aro exceed- 
ingly fond of animal food. Tho "sun- 
dew," a littlo plant that grows iinlbw, 
marshy land, has small round loaves 
with a hairy fringe. Attho ond of each 
hair is a drop, apparently of water, but 
really of extremely sticky secretion. 
An insect comes along and alights on 
the loaf. If but ono of his toes touches 
tho shining drop his doom is sealed. 
He becomes tho sundew's dinner. 


In marshy places in North Carolina 


erowa tho Venus' fly-trap. Every leaf 
has a row of spikes so arranged that 
when the lobes of tho leaf aro closed 
tho spikos interlock, so that .nothing 
can pass thorn. If a fly alights on the 
loaf he gets a pressing invitation to din- 
ner, which he is always compelled to ac- 
cept. The strangest thing about the 
plant is that its loaves will not close up- 
on a piece of wood, or a button, or any- 
thing elso that is not food. 


The ncphonthcs, or pitcher-plants, of 


India, also catch ana digest insects. 
The leaves aro shaped like 'pitchers. 
Tho rim of each pitcher is smeared with 
something which looks, und tastes like 
honey, and which .continues some dis- 
tance into tho pitcher. 
Then tho sur-1 


face becomes as Smooth Its tho smooth- 
est glass. 
Tho insect slides down this 


inclined piano to the bottom of the 
pitcher and pluogos into an acid which 
kills it. Those pitchers arc in reality 
stomachs, and they digest a lly or a bit 
of beef or mutton exactly as a human 
stomach digests its food. 


There grows in stagnant water a 


plant having minute translucent blad- 
ders attached to its leaves. Each of 
those bladders is full of water and has 
a litt.Io trap-door which can bo opened 
only from the outside. If the farvn;, 
which are so abundant in stagnant 
water, touch the trap-door, it opens 
hospitably and lots them in. As soon 
'as they get in it shuts with a bang. 
They arc prisoners for life. Fortunate- 
ly, life in that'cell docs not last long. 


It is said that animals havo iiislinct, 


at least, if not reason, and vegetables 
havo not. l)o not bo too sure of that. 
Mr. Darwin saw tho tendril of a climb- 
ing plant voluntarily withdraw from 
a hole ia a wall after it had chosen it 
and remained fixed in it fur thirty-six 
hours; and it is a fact that the tentacles 
and leaf of the sundew will move a lit- 
tle distance upward 'after a fly—and 
catch him, too! 


Perhaps somo wise person will ask if 


animals can be propagated by slips, as 
plants can, and smile while he asks. 
Certainly; that's the easiest thing in 
the world. Tho common hydra, abound- 
ing in ponds, can be cut into twenty 
pieces and each piece will become a 
perfect hydra. If the body bo cut in 
two, lengthwise, the parts will grow to- 
gether again, and, if the two parts bo 
kept separate, each will become a hydra. 
Tho same is true of jelly-fishes. 


Prof. Huxley says: "The difference 


between an animal and a plant is one of 
degree rather than of kind, and tlio 
problem whether, in a given caso,; n.n 
organism is an animal or a plant mav 
be essentially insoluble."

So, to bo on the safe side, I 'shall call 


such things as tho sundew, Venus' fly- 
trap, and so forth, vegetable animals.

read; ho won't permit a prisoner to 
talk to him, and as a consequence ho: 
hears no more of the world^s doings 
than if £o wcro in his grave. 
It must 


bo a horrible feeling for a man to live 
this way, and yet he scorns to enjoy it. 
Ono day is the same as another to him. 
Ono night is no blacker than another. 
Weeks pass aud bring no change. 
Years como and go ano his routine is 
tho samel The past is full of blood— 
the future is a long, unbroken mid- 
night. I have wondered that he did 
not commit suicide." 


"Has ho never tried to escape?" 
_" Never, and that is why we fear 


him. 
Three different times since ho1 


came here he has had good opportuni- 
ties to take French leave, but ho has 
refused to go. It wasn't because ho 
feared recapture and punishment, for 
any of them will take tho one chance in 
a hundred on that. It was because ho 
hated the world worse than his prison. 
Give him another chance to-day and ho 
would also refuse it. As I told you, ho 
is a strange case. Ho is half man, half 
devil. Each year ho is growing moro 
like a fiend, aud every timo I look into 
his eye 1 think it has a more Satanic 
gleam. I don't know what the end will 
bo, but 1 hall' expect it will bo full of 
rebellion, desperation anil blood. Somo 
day his hate will overpower all other' 
feeling, and ho will pick up. a bar of 
iron, an ax or a sledge, and ho will 
light us to tho death."—Detroit Frca 
I'rcss.

Exceptionally long beards havcahyaj'9 


attrnctccl a good Jcal of attention,'and 
history records many instances of this 
kind, llaubor von "Talbcrg, a German 
knight, and Councillor of Maximilian 
IL (d. 1575), rejoiced in a board which 
reached to his. foot, and from thcro 
again to his waist. John Mayo, a eel. 
ebratcd paintcrpf tho sixteenth century,' 
who accompanied Charles V. in his 
campaign, had a beard so long that n]. 
though ho, was a tall man, it wonldhauf? 
upon tho ground when ho stood upright; 
ho wore it, therefore, fastened to his 
girdle. 


George RUlingworth, sent fay Qtienn 


Mary as one of her agents in 1555 to 
Czar Ivan the Terrible, is said to havq 
had a beard Uvo feet two inches long. 
In the dldon time, when every part of 
tho body had its price, tho beard was 
valued at twenty shillings—a large sum 
for the timo— while tho loss of a leg wria 
only estimated at twelve shillings? 


We can easily imagine thftt ill poti- 


odst when tho beard and whiskers tybro 
looked npoa as ornamental, Jfabso berirds 
wclrestibstituted for tho gonhino artiolc. 
Pedro IV. of Aragoni (Io61) found him- 
self compelled to prohibit his Catalonian 
subjects from wearing false beards. But 
tho most singular substitute is the goldr 
on beard, which, Chrysostcnius says, 
was worn by the Kings of Persia. 
Suetonius says tho same of Caligula, 
the Uoman Emperor. 
According, 'to 


Andreas Favyn, tho Kings of Prance of 
tho first dynasty wore beards ctitwl.ned 
with gold threads. 
Duke Rcnatu;) of 


Lorramo was the last, and it. is related 
that ho wore at tho funeral bJ.'Cliarlcs 
of Burgundy, who died at Nancy in 
1477, 
». beard of gold thread hanging 


down to his girdlo. As Jupiter was 
sometimes adorned with a golden beard 
tho phrase aurcam barbam habero was 
Ofjuivalcnt to saying Dcum cssc. 


Boards were at various times taxed 


in .JEngland. Thus we road in Notes and 
•Queries that the Sheriff ,of Cinferbury 
paid three shillhigs and;four po'noc for 
wearing a beard. In tlio firet year of 
Elizabeth every board of above a fort- 
night's growth was taxed three shil- 
lings and sixpence; but tho law was tod 
absurd to be enforced. Tho duty im- 
posed upon boards by Peter tho Groat 
was a ruble (about throe shillings). 
This tax met with a f ate similar to that 
of Elizabeth's and was soon canceled. 


Tho development of tho beard, as 


-well as the hairiness of the body, diiTors 
riot merely in different races, but: also 
in families of the samo race. In Europe 
and a portion of Asia boards provaU un-i 
til we go beyond India, when gradually 
boards disappear, aa is the case with 
the Siamese, 'Chinese and Japancs* - ;
